I Reference !■ mAde to your contract* eifoctiTo 14 October 1993 with the 
United State* Qovemment for the purchaee of Information and services of a

Effective 31 May 1997 said contract is hereby terminated by mutual con- 
sent of the parties thereto and in lien thereof the following contract is sub*» 
stltutedt 

The United States Oovemment* as represented by the Contracting Officer* 
hereby contracts with you for the submission of certain information and 
related services of a confidential nature under the fellswing terms and con* 
ditions: 

1. Compensation* In full coasideratimi for the submission of such in* 
formation and services you will receive from the Government* payable in 
such an approved manner as you may direct in writing* the following: 

(a) Basie compensation calculated at the rate of $4000 per annum* 

(b) Effective upon the date of your departure overseas and for as long 
as you are separated from your temily with the concurrence of the 
CSovernment* additioaal compensation calculated at the rate of $160 per 
month* 

(c) Effective upon your arrival at and applicable only to your initial 
permanent post of assignment overseas* additional compensation for 
quarters procurement calculated at the rate of $1900 per annum* Quarteri 
may be furnished you at said post and for such period you will not be 
entitled to the additional compensation set forth in this sub*paragraph* 

2* Taxes* (a) As your legal relationship to the Government is that of 
an independent contractor^ all amounts paid directly or guaranteed by the 
Government under paragraph one (1)* supra* including ths taxable value of 
quarters furnished you are reportable as Income under existing Federal 
income tax laws and regulations* In the event you are furnished quarters* 
you will report as the taxable value thereof the figure $1500 per annum* As 
the taxable value to you of such quarters is subject to adjustment depending 
upon their cost to the Government* you will be notified by unilateral contract 
amendment of any change in the figure herein Indi c ated* 

(b) In view of the security censideratiDn Involved* the 
Government agrees* at your request* to withhold Federal income teJtss £rom 
monies due you under this agreement in an amount equivalent to the United 
States income tax withholding schedule based upon your taxable income hero* 
under and present exemption(s). Sums so withheld will be paid over 

to the Internal Revenue Service* Yon achnowledge ^t this is an accommoda- 
tion on the part of the Government and does not relieve you from fulffUiag 
your obligations under existing Federal income tax laws and regulations*

of returns* estimates and payments in order to preserve security*
